CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Aug. 18.—The Re- 
publicans of Missouri who have paid rail- 
road fare to come to Chillicothe for the 
opening of the State campaign feel that they 
have been buncoed by Chauncey I. Filley.

That was the way the State Convention 
of Republican League Clubs was opened 
to-day at noon. It was a Filley outfit. 
There was no other sentiment in the small 
crowd which half filled the tent. The ob- 
goct of the “Old Man” in putting the open- 
ng of the campaign in a small town was 
made apparent at once. This is the center 
of Filley sentiment in North Missouri. 

Ati12 o’clock noon the convention was 
called to order by W. L. Porterfield. Dr. 
Miller of Chillicot@e delivered the invoca- 
tion. On the stage were “De Ole Man,” C. 
A. Loomis, Mayor Miller of Chillicothe, a 
brass band, two colored delegates from St 
Jo and Secretary Wenneker of the league. 
There were about 500 people in the tent. 

After the invocation the address of wel- 
come was delivered by C. A. Loomis of 
Chillicothe, Mr. Loomis spoke at length, 
welcoming the delegates. 

Mayor Miller of Chillicothe also delivered 
a brief address of welcome, after which 
V. L. Porterfield of Greene, acting presi- 
dent of the league, read a speech of con- 
siderable length. It was statistical, dry 
and somewhat shopworn. While Porterfield 
was speaking R. E. Lewis. nominee for 
Governor, arrived, and going straight to

rest. 

After appointing committees of creden- 
tials, order of business and resolutions, the 
convention adjourned until 3 o'clock.

Swillum, Lindsey and Burnett Not 
Guilty of Sending It.

This clears the defendants of the un- 
pleasant notoriety incurred through the 
publication in the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 4 
of a dispatch from Columbia in which the 
receipt of the “whitecap” notice by Mat- 
thews was set forth and which represented 
the community of Ashland as much exer-

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The court-room scene in Willie Collier's 
“Hoss and Hoss’ wasn't a circumstance 
to it. 

To-day the different individuals, who in 
one way or another in their official ca- 
pacities, aided in getting Smith as near 
to punishment as he got, are trying to 
show just how the other fellow is all to 
blame for the fiasco. 

And worse than that, by reason of depart- 
ment and personal jealousies or from some 
other motive, there is an evident disincli- 
nation upon the part of the authorities to 
move further in the case in order that 
this man, who fostered crime by pouring 
dr.nk into mere children, should be prop- 
erly punished, not only for the indéraction 
here charged, but prevented from further 
lawlessness by the revocation of hig license. 

A comedy of errors in the department 
of justice does not appeal to taxpayers 
as)a& particularly humorous condition, but 
there are about this case so many circum- 
Stances showing the ridiculous ease with 
wh.ch a guilty man may escape and so 
much flub-dub and fol-de-rol in the ex- 
cuses presented by the officials to avoid 
the responsibility therefor that it becomes 
positively amusifig. 

As reported in the Post-Dispatch of Mon- 
day, Smith went to trial in the Court of 
Crim’inal Correction during the morning. 
After four witnesses had testified that they 
were under age, had drunk beer in Smith's 
wineroom, the State rested, and Charles T. 
Noland, Smith's attorney, moved for the 
discharge of his client. 

Through him it then developed that in the 
information charging Smith with the of- 
fense the defendant’s"name had been left 
out. It also appeared through his argu- 
ment, and by dec:sion of Judge David Mur- 
phy on the bench, that the State had failed 
to make its case, in that it had not proved 
that Smith was the keeper of a dramshop, 
that Lyda Tillwein, the girl he was alleged 
to have sold the liquor to, was under age, 
or that the wineroom was connected with 
the saloon. 

Judge Murphy discharged the prisoner for 
these reasons. 

Now comes a most interesting squabble 
of intellectual giants as to who under the 
roof of the Four Courts is responsible for 
this condition of affairs. While the offi- 
cials talk Mr. Smith continues to sell drinks 
at his decollete establishment at Fourteenth 
Street and Chouteau avenue in a state of 
high glee. 

Tuesday morning a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter was sent to the Four Courts to find out 
if possible how it all happened. After the 
expenditure of much shoe leather and a 
great deal of breath the reporter was unable 
to reach a conclusion. The arguments ad- 
duced were so artistically jumbled that a 
Columbus could searcely have found out 
what the trouble was. 

First the reporter dropped in on Chief of 
Police Harrigan and condoled with him over 
the triumph of vice. 

Said the Chief: “It’s not the fault of 
the Police Department. We furnished the 
Witnesses, and if the prosecuting attor- 
ney'’s office has failed in, its duty, this 
department should not be blamed.” 

It was suggested to him that, in view 
of the statements under oath of four per- 
sons that liquor had been sold to minors 
in Smith's resort, that he might transmit 
a Statement of this fact to* Excise Com- 
missioner Bell with the request that the 
license of the saloon be revoked. 

Said the Chief again: “This department 

as done its full duty. I do not purpose 
taking upon rvyself the responsibility for 
mistakes in the prosecuting attorney's of- 
flee. If the Prosecuting Attorney will send 
such a statement to me I will forward it 
to Mr. Bell.”’ 

The wheel then went upstairs to see As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson, who 
issued the warrant. Col, 
Straightway into a jong argument to show 
that it was not his fault. t was the fault 
of Mr. Reber, the young man whom Prose- 
cuting Attorney Mulvihill put in his place 
when he (Mulvihill) went away on his vaca- 
tion. Mr. Reber had been to see him but a 
few minutes before and admitted it. 

“You see,”’ went on the Colonel, ‘all I did 
was to leave out Smith's name in the body 
of the information. It was in at the top. 
Now, that was only a clerical error, and did 
not affect the case. Reber failed to prove 
the -ase, and the Judge, of course, had to 
discharge the prisoner.

He could not 
charge him again with having sold liquor 
to Lydia Tillwein, but he could to Mabel 
Ray, who was one of the witnesses in the 
other case. 

Harrigan will send an 
officer to me,"’ went on the Colonel, “and 
ask for another warrant I will gladly issue 
= but it’s not my place to take the initia- 

ve.”’ 

Then the Post-Dispatch reporter chased 
himself down two flights of stairs again to 
Maj.

Johnson had said about what he'd do for 
him im case he asked for it. 

Said the Major again: “I'll send a police- 
man up to Col, Johnson if he requests it 
and have him ewear to partes he may 
know, but I won’t do so until am re- 
quested.”’ 

Then the reporter climbed back up stains

Lord Salisbury from the first has insisted 
that this settled district was sovereign 
British soil, which could not be subjected 
to the judgment of arbitrators. Secretary 
OMmey has urged that the omission of this 
settled portion from arbitration would de- 
feat the whole scope of the arbitration, 
as the unsettled, or worthless’ sections, 
were not what Venezuela contended for. 
The latest view of this phase was present- 
ed in a brief by Mr. Storrow of Boston, of 
whose ability Mr. Olney has a high opin- 
ion. The Storrow brief was laid before 
the Venezuelan Commission as a part of 
the Venezuelan case, but aside from ‘this 
itis known that its line of argument was 
rapeegd to that taken by the Secretary of 

tate, 

Mr. Storrow pointed out thaf the “settled 
district’’ was in fact but little settled; that 
the number of British colonists there was 
comparatively insignificant; that their ‘‘im- 

rovements,’’ on which Lord Salisbury had 
aid such stress, were of the most meagre 
and primitive kind, and that the whole 
money value of existing British settle- 
ments, houses, improvements, etc., would be 
a comparatively small sum. From this the 
conclusion was drawn that so-called settled 
districts should not stand in the way of the 
adjustment of so large a question. 
There has been no intimation that this 
view was shared by the British authorities 
until the cable dispatches stating that, on 
what is believed to be the inspired authori- 
ty of the Bradford Observer, that the point 
was conceded by Lord Salisbury. 

The further suggestion is made that cash 
payment will be made for the improvements 
of the British settlers, in case Venezuela is 
awarded the territory, but no reference is 
made as to who will pay the indemnity, al- 
though it is construed here to mean that 
Great Britain will mollify those of her sub- 
jects who are dispossessed.

BARON VON ZEDWITZ KILLED. 


The Result of a Collision Between Two 
Yachts. 


SOUTH SEA, Aug. 18.—Ailsa, Britannia, 
Satanita and Meteor started this morning 
in a race for the Vice-Commodore’s cup 


and £25; Not long after the ‘start Meteor 
collided with Baron Von Zedwitz’s yacht, 
Isolde. The latter was dismasted, several 
of her crew were knocked overboard and 
Baron Von Zedwitz was so seriously in- 
jured by falling rigging that he was taken 
to the hospital at Ryde unconscious. 

The accident caused considerable ex- 
citement and confusion ashore and afloat 
when it was first reported that it was 
Emperor William’s yacht which had been 
dismasted. All the members of the crew of 
Isolde who were knocked overboard were 
saved by the boats from the other yachts. 

Baron Von Zedwitz died shortly after 
having been removed to the hospital. Baron 
Von Zedwitz was a German Privy Coun- 
cillor and a member of both the Reichstag 
and the Prussian Diet. He has been in Par- 
liament dor about twenty-five years and 
was an authority on finance, in politics, and 
was leader of the free Conservative party. 
Although comparatively a young man, he 
was unanimously recommended in 1890 by 
the State Cabinet for the then vacant post 
of Minister of Finance, but was not ap- 
pointed because the Emperor had taken 
a fancy to Dr. Miquel. 

Britannia and Meteor immediately hove to 
and lowered their boats for the assistance 
of the men struggling in the water. Ailsa 
and several yachts followed their example. 
Baron Von Zedwitz, when pulled out of the 
water, was found to have a bad cut on the 
head and was bleeding from the ears. He 
was taken on board a steam yacht which 
immediately made for Ryde, but he died 
while on board the yacht and not shortly 
after reaching the hospital, as at first an- 
nounced. 

Isolde, in addition to los'tng her mast, 
etc., had her bows stove in, and was towed 
back to the South Sea: Both races were 
abandoned. The Isolde is a 20-rater, built 
by the Herreshoffs, and was originally the 
property of Prince Leopold of Germany, for 
whom she was built, and subsequently sold 
to Baron Von Zedwitz. She was taken to 
England in April of last year. She is a 
twin yacht of Mr. Howard Gould's Niagara, 
which she has defeated several times. 

Particulars of the disaster show that, in 
passing the committee boat, the big yachts 
overtook the twenty-raters. Britannia and 
Meteor were then almost abreast of Isolde 
and narrowly escaped a collision. Britan- 
nia suddenly shifted her helm to avoid the 
Saint. when Meteor struck Isolde, sweeping 
her from stem to stern with her bowsprit. 
Isolde’s main mast and sails crashed over- 
board and carried with them nearly all the 
crew of Isolde and crushing Baron Von 
Zedwitz. 


JOHN BAKER’S CONTRACT. 


An American Makes a Deal With the 
Nicaraguan Government. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Panama, Colombia, says: 


The Herald’s correspondent in San Jose, 
Costa Rica, says that Congress has author- 
ized the Executive Body to spend $100,000 in 
encouraging emigration. 

The Herald’s correspondent in Managua 
Nicaragua, says that John Baker, son of 
United States Minister Baker, has con- 
cluded a contract with the Nicaraguan 
Government to establish lines of transporta- 
tion in Nicaragua, by both land and across 
Lakes Managua and Nicaragua.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 18.—The ad- 
mirnistrator of the estate of the late Gov. 
Chase made his final report yesterday. 
After the debts were paid the widow re- 
ceived $612. Gov. Chase had invested heavi- 
ly in mining stocks that are considered 
worthless. 


American Schooner Forfeited. 


HALIFAX, N. 8S., Aug. 18.—Judgment was 
delivered by the Chief Justice in the Admir- 
alty Court to-day in the case of the seized 
American fishing schooner, Frederick Ger- 
ing, sustaining the seizure and ordering the 
vessel forfeited to the Canadian Govern- 
ment. The Gering was seized for fishing 
within the three-mile limit. 


Hanna Going to New York. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 18.—Chairman M. 
A. Hanna of the Republican National Com- 
mittee announced at noon to-day that he 
would leave for New York at 6 o'clook this 
afternoon. Private business of a pressing 
nature engrossed his attention during the 
day.

REALLY AN IDEAL 
GARBAGE GRABBER 


COL. BUTLER VINDICATED BY 
THE CITY INSPECTORS. 


THE PEOPLE ARE TO BLAME. 


They Have Too Much Slop and Don’t 
Fix It Up in Nice, Handy 
Packages. 


Complaints continue to pour into the 
Health Office against the non-collection of 
garbage, and citizens who are suffering 
from the decaying refuse would like to 
know why the city presents Col. Ed Butler 
$160,000 a year for pretending to do some- 
thing that could be done well at a miuch 
less cost. 

There are to be seen on file in Chief San- 
itary Officer Francis’ department over 600 
complaints from citizens who beg of the 
sanitary officers to give them some relief 
from the malodorous condition that abounds 
in nearly every alley in the city and ig 
hourly menacing its health. 

As published in Monday’s Post-Dispatch, 
many of these complaints show that their 
garbage receptables have not been emptied 
by-Col. Butler’s slop gatherers in a week 
and some for ten and fifteen days. All of 
them say that they would be satisfied with 
a collection of garbage twice a week under 
the terms of Col. Butler’s contract. 

Commissioner Starkloff directed that ev- 
ery inspector be ty at work on 
hage and weed inspection service. Their 
reports present a plausible defense.of Col. 
Butler’s way of doing things, and, in fact, 
show that the people are to blame and that 
Col. Butler is an ideal scavenger. 

Up to Tuesday the sanitary inspectors 
filed 1981 reports against people who did not 
have proper garbage receptacles and those 
who had none at all. These reports cover 
about two months. 

The ordinance provides that the receptacle 
shall hold fifteen gallons, not less nor more, 
so that is can be conveniently handled by 
the slop wagon driver. The reports of in- 
spectors show that people overcrowd the 
receptacle and the refuse is littered on the 
ground. The collector is not required to 
carry with him a spade to scoop up this 
overflow and consequently it is left in the 
alley to rot. 

These reports are gratifying to Col. But- 
ler, and he regards them as a vindication of 
his efficiency as the boss slop gatherer. 

Wherever an inspector finds a receptacle 
overfilled the owner is ordered to get an- 
other or two or three more if needed and 
the ordinance makes it incumbent on him 
to do so. 

As a matter of course from an official 
standpoint the returns of the inspectors 
outweigh any complaints that citizens make 
and the upshot of the whole business seems 
to be that if people don’t conform to the 
strict letter of the law in supplying proper 
and abundant receptacles and make it 
dead easy égor Col. Butler’s minions to go 
about and pick up the receptacles and turn 
them bottom side up into the wagon, they 
will be punished for neglect. 

The Board of Health at its meeting Mon- 
day evening made a supplementary contract 
allowing Col. Butler $48 per day for re- 
moving garbage from Union Market twice a 
day. This service is to continue to October, 
according to the board’s order, but ac- 
cording to the dictum of Comptroller Stur- 
geon, this double collection will last only 
about sixteen days and a half. 

Speaking of the Union Market garbage 
order the Comptroller said: “The Board 
of Health has a right to make whatever 
contracts it sees fit, I suppose, but I have 
told it that for the service named in the 
contract that there is only about $800 avail- 
able. When that amount is exhausted if 
Col. Butler wishes to go ahead and collect 
the market garbage twice a day he will do 
so at his own expense, not a cent more will 
he get from the city, so far as I'm con- 
cerned. : 

“Tt looks like there is a class of people who 
lie awake o’ nights scheming how they can 
spend the city’s money.

A PARK MYSTERY. 


Female Bicycling Costume With No 
Girl Inside Found Near Mur- 
phy’s Pond.

The suit evidently once belonged to a

His Fiancee Is Princess Helene of 
Montenegro. J 


CETTINJE, Montenegro, Aug. 18.—Vitgo- 
rio Emanuele, Prince of Naples, eldest son 
and heir apparent of the King of Italy, 
is betrothed to Princess Helene of Monten- 
egro, third daughter of the reigning Prince 
of Montenegro. The Princess, who was 
born Jan. 8 1873, is beautiful, of fine phys- 
ique and highly educated, and is not ac- 
customed to luxury or even to much com- 
fort. In fact, she hardly knows what it 
is to have pin money or a wardrobe allow- 
ance. She has been brought. up in the 
style of a Highland chieftain’s daughter of 
the last century, and Was at one time an- 
nounced as engaged to King Milan of Ser- 
via. 

The Prince of Naples, whose matrimonial 
prospects have been commented upon in 
the newspapers for years, and who has at 
some time or other been reported engaged 
to nearly every unmarried Princess in Eu- 
rope, including Princess Maud of Wales 
and Princess Alexandra of Saxe-Coburg 
and Gotha, first met Princess Helene at 
Venice, and was greatly struck with her 
beauty. As the Princess was held in re- 
serve as a wife for the present Czar, in 
case the Hessian match was not consum- 
mated, the Czar, naturally, is greatly in- 
terested in her future, and ll, in all 
probability, bestow upon eS fur- 
ther marks of his approbation, which may.

Myrtle Gillette is not the raving maniac 
some persons would have her. In fact, she 
left the City Hospital Tuesday morning, 
and is now living with Dr. Merwin’s fam- 
ily at 2011 Olive street, and will go to her 
home at Fredoria, Kan., in a few days. 

It is true that she iost control of herself 
Monday, went into hysterics and clutched 
at her thfoat, but whether it was an at- 
tempt to kill herself even she does not 
know, as now she remembers nothing 
about it. 

After she had been given into the care 
of Matron Harris she behaved admirably 
up till Monday afternoon. She said she 
wanted no more whisky or morphine, and

She became hysterical, saw him burning in 
hell and begged and pleaded to go with hint. 
She said she was willing to die for him, that 
she loved him and would go and burn with 
him. Then she upbraided him for not tak- 
ing her with him, and she grabbed at her 
throat and choked herself. 

She was mad enough to have killed her- 
self and might have been successful had 
not Mrs. Harris and her assistant, Mrs.

D. C. Thatcher, an Olive street restaura- 
teur, who is the latest victim of an accident 
at the Century Building, is considered in a 
dangerous condition. 


As was told in a late edition of Monday's 
Post-Dispatch, Mr. Thatcher fell through a 
defective board sidewalk in the rear of the 
building and was precipitated to the sub cel- 
lar, a distance of twenty-five feet, sustain- 
ing grave external and internal injuries. 
Monday night the sufferer was given mor- 
phine by Dr, A. V. L. Brokaw, the attend- 
ing surgeon, and was enabled to get some 
rest. 

Tuesday morning he was guffering acute 
pain, and to guard against the slightest d:s- 
turbance Mrs. Thatcher had the bell at the 
family residence, 3719 Olive street, discon- 
nected and a card attached to the door re- 
questing all callers to go to the rear en- 
trance. 

Mrs. Thatcher said it might be severai 
days before the physicians could tell 
whether or not the patient would recover. 

“Mr. Thatcher,” she said, “is a heavy 
man, and the shaking up he received was 
alone enough to kill an ordinary man. How 
he escaped instant death is remarkable. We 
hope for the best, but the reports of the 
surgeon are not as encouraging as we 
would like io have them. The men respon- 
sible for tne accident cannot be condemned 
too severely. It is reprehensible indeed to 
have such an insecure walk over such a 
death trap. Mr. Thatcher had businefs 
back of his restaurant. He stepped on the 
waik to get out of the way of a’cart. The 
plank turned with him and he fell in the 
cellar. It seems to me that there should 
be more attention paid to the safety yoo 
ple whose business takes them near ese 
new buiildings.”’

A THEOLOGIAN OF RENOWN.

Coal Dealer Frank Barutio Quarreled 
and Fought With Young Henry 
Becker, Then Shot Him. 


Frank Barutio, a well-to-do ice and coal 
dealer at 1906 Soudth Third street, shot and 
dangerously wounded his grand nephew, 
Henry Becker, Monday evening at the lat- 
ter’s home, 218 Geyer avenue. 

The bullet penetrated the right eye and 
lodged in the brain. Becker is still a’ive 
Tuesday morning he wad removed in a car- 
riage to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, 
where an operation will be performed with 
a view to removing the ball. 

Becker is but 22 years of age. He is the 
sole support of his widowed mother and a 
number of small brothers and sisters. He

Barutio. who is under arrest, is 54 years 
of age. He is an uncle of Henry Becker's 
mother. 

The cause for the shooting was an old 
grudge.

About 7 o’clock Becker, his younger 
brother, John; Peter Oppenmann of 1903 
South Second street; Oscar Kuring of 1410 
South Eleventh street; Paul Martz and 
Otto Wagener were seated in the alley by 
the side of Becker’s home. They were talk- 
ing about hauling coke. 

Rarutio came through the alley on the 
way to his back gate, which opens into the 
alley. He saw the crowd there and made 
a sneering remark to Oppermann. Then 
he saw young Becker. Ever since the 
latter left him and went to work for his 
rival, Schmidt, there has been bad blood 
between the two. 

Rarutio walked up to the young men. 

“Do you want any money?’ he asked.

TORTURE A BOY. 


RUNAWAY HARVEY WELDON’S 
HORRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


BOUND TO A TREE WITH WIRE. 


Thirteen-Year-Old Lad Tells How He 
Was Cruelly Misused by a Band 
of Miscreants. 


Harvey Weldon, @ boy 13 years old, a run- 
away from his home at Olathe, Kan., has 
found refuge at the home of John Barry, 
a farmer a mile and a half southwest of 
Ellendale, on the Shrewsbury road, near 


the city limits. 

Young Harvey tells a story of almost 
incredible brutality and shows bruises, cuts 
and contusions as proof of the violence he 
has been subjected to, 

The boy staggered into Barry’s house 
three days ago so weak he could hardly 
walk. His face was battered and beaten 
and his hands were swollen. He asked for 
food and Mrs. Barry set before him a 
spread, after eating of which he felt bet- 
ter. She asked him how he became so 
bruised and he explained to her that he 
had beem captured by a gang of tramps 
near St. Peters, in St. Charles County, and 
that because he refused to bea party to an 
awful crime they beat him for two days 
and when they left they locked him in an 
empty box car where he remained two more 
days before being found and then he was 
in another city. 

He ran away from his home in Kaneas 
because his aunt, with whom he was liv- 
ing, was cruel to him. That was nearly two 
months ago. He walked most of the time 
from town to town, begging as he went. 

Sometimes he would steal a ride on a 
freight train, and at other times he would 
ride on wagons. His intention was to get 
to Chicago, where his married sister lives. 

He walked into St. Peters ten days ago, 
and remained there one day, collecting 
enough sandwiches from the residents to 
last him for another day’s journey. That 
night he slept on the depot platform, and 
early next morning he started eastward, 
making for St. Charles. 

When he was two miles out of St. Peters 
on the Wabash Railroad, he cdme to a side- 
track, on which were standing several 
empty box-cars. To the south of the tracks 
the wood began, and at the edge of it were 
seven tramps. 

Some were asleep, while others were 
lounging and looking up at the sky. They 
hailed the boy and told him to come down 
to them. He made no answer, but Kept on. 
Three of the men took after and caught him. 
They assured him that he n not be 
afraid, as they would not harm him, but 
when he reached their camp they_ unbut- 
toned his coat and the sandwiches fell out. 
They were hungry and appreciated the food, 
eating it without regard to the owner's feel- 


ings.

A long wire was secured from the tracks 
and the boy was bound to a tree. His hands 
and feet were tied, and he could not move.
